Sega says users affected by cyber attack 
Japanese video game developer Sega said Sunday that informa- 
tion belonging to 1.3 million customers has been stolen from its 
database, the latest in a rash of global cyber attacks against video 
game companies. 

Names, birth dates, email addresses and encrypted passwords of 
users of Sega Pass online network members had been compromised, 
Sega said in a statement, though payment data such as credit card 
numbers was safe. In a statement, Sony apologized to customers. 

The attack against Sega follows other recent significant 
breaches including Citigroup, which said more than 360,000 ac- 
counts were hit in May. 


Monroe’s dress sexy, expensive 
Marilyn Monroe’s white “subway” dress sold 
for $4.6 million in a Beverly Hills auction Sat- 
urday night in which bidders paid another $2.7 
million for three other Monroe movie outfits. 
It was the first in a series of auctions to sell 
the massive Hollywood history collection 
that singer, dancer and actress Debbie Reyn- 
olds accumulated over the past 50 years.

Giffords was shot in the head at close 
range by a gunman who opened fire at her 
and a crowd of bystanders at a political event 
Jan. 8 outside a supermarket in Tucson. Jar- 
ed Loughner, a 22-year-old college dropout 
charged with the shooting, was declared men- 
tally incompetent to stand trial. 


‘America’s Most 
Wanted’ ends 


John Walsh, who in 1988 
launched the TV phenomenon “America’s 
Most Wanted” in the aftermath of the ab- 
duction and murder of his 6-year-old son, 
Adam, signed off after bringing nearly 
1,200 fugitives to justice in 23 years. 

According to the Associated Press, Fox 
cited high production costs for shutting 
down the series, but Walsh, 65, said he’d 
be back on TV soon.

In his final remarks to the audience, 
Walsh said, “You've saved lives and gotten 
people justice.”

Saxophonist Clarence Clemons dies 


Legendary rock saxophonist Clarence Clemons died 
Saturday of complications from a stroke, bandmate 
Bruce Springsteen said. He was 69. 
Clemons had played sax in Springsteen’s E Street 
Band off and on since 1972. 

“Clarence lived a wonderful life. He carried within him a love of peo- 
ple that made them love him. He created a wondrous and extended 
family. He loved the saxophone, loved our fans and gave everything he 
had every night he stepped on stage,” Springsteen said in a statement. 

Clemons played on such classic hits as “Born to Run” and “Thun- 
der Road” and is widely credited with helping to shape Springsteen's 
sound. He died at a hospital in Palm Beach, Fla., where he had stayed 
ever since suffering a stroke June 12.

The music dies 
when you turn 2O 


Music is better when you're a teenager. 

Not the music itself, but listening to music is a teenager’s game. 
The stuff that sticks with you is all the stuff you listened to between 
the ages of 13 and 19. 

Because I was a white kid growing up in rural Ohio, I obviously 
was a huge fan of the hip-hop, and to this day I can pop on those 
early Jay-Z, Nas, Outkast and 2Pac albums and nail every single 
word, I could go on tour in a mask performing “All Eyez On Me” and 
people would believe the rumors that Pac faked his death, is what 
I’m saying. 

Nowadays I can love this band or that musician, but none of it has 
the kind of staying power as the CD you put in your car as soon as you 
got your driver’s license. Now it’s an ever-accruing jumble on iTunes, 
and the sheer volume of music available means the quantity has never 
been greater. But the sense of attachment—of feeling a certain time 
and place anc forever associating that with a song—has never been 
more watered down. 

On arecent road trip, I was digging through all my old CDs from 
high school and found Drag-On’s “Opposite of H20,” which I once 
used to get pumped up for high school basketball games (no doubt 
Marysville H:gh School in Marysville, Ohio, still fears the combina- 
tion of my jump shot and Ruff Ryders albums). 

Can we talk about how fantastic “Opposite of H20” is? Even by rap 
standards, its prolific use of the N-word and gunshots as musical beats 
borders on self-parody, yet that was my favorite album for a solid 
half-year in the early ’’oos. It features a masterpiece of misogyny called 
“Ladies 2000,” in which Drag-On includes the lyric, “I spent a lot of 
money on this mattress/so I can’t stand a chick that give me whack 
sex.” 

‘Talentless jerks like Wordsworth and Byron wished they could've 
come up with that. 

Intellectually, I understand this album has little redeeming social or 
musical value, yet it reminds me so powerfully of rapping in my hand- 
me-down Accord as I cruised through my hometown. I felt nothing 
but joy when I listened to it. 

And maybe that’s the problem, right? When you get older, you be- 
come more sensitized to things like “taste” and “talent” and “creativi- 
ty.” You read insufferable Pitchfork music reviews in which half-bright 
Bowdoin graduates explain why nothing you like is any good. You can’t 
sing along with songs that use the N-word every second line because 
you now understand you're a self-conscious white kid whiter than a 
bleached albino polar bear on the bone-white moon. 

And the worst part? You can no longer fall blindly under the spell of 
a visceral thump that makes you want to rain upward of 14 points on 
Marysville, Ohio’s JV squad.

Walk this way 


Chicago focusing on ways to improve pedestrian safety

Work begins this week on the first com- 
prehensive pedestrian plan for Chicago, 
coming fresh off a tragic reminder that 
city efforts so far have yielded unexcep- 
tional results in safeguarding people walk- 
ing across streets. 

A brown street sign marking Honor- 
ary Martha Gonzalez Place went up in 
East Pilsen last week on what would have 
been the Chicago woman’s 38th birthday, 
almost two years after she was sprawled 
dead in the street, the victim of a hit-and- 
run driver who still is on the loose. 

The accident that killed Gonzalez, the 
married mother of two young children, 
in the 1700 block of South Halsted Street 
prompted minor changes at the tricky 
T-shaped intersection of Halsted and 18th 
streets. But the modifications haven't 
solved the problem, residents and Ald. 
Danny Solis (25th) say. 


Monday’s public meeting on the 
Chicago Pedestrian Plan will be from 
6-8 p.m. at Farragut Career Academy, 
2345 S. Christiana Ave. A second meet- 
ing will be from 6-8 p.m. Wednesday 
at the Copernicus Center, 5216 W. 
Lawrence Ave. For information, visit 
chicagopedestrianplan.org. 


More than 3,000 vehicle crashes in- 
volving pedestrians, causing 34 pedestrian 
deaths, occurred in 2009 in Chicago, the 
most recent year data are available. The 
numbers are down from previous years, 
but city officials say the improvement is 
not enough. The target is to reduce crash- 
related pedestrian injuries by 50 percent. 

The work to create a Chicago Pedes- 
trian Plan begins Monday with the first 
of eight public meetings this summer to 
solicit public input on improving safety 


for pedestrians across the city. Recom- 
mendations and an action plan outlining 
the top priorities will follow in a draft re- 
port scheduled for release by the end of 
the year, said Kiersten Grove, pedestrian 
safety coordinator at the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

Possibilities include adding more pe- 
destrian countdown timers at crosswalks; 
curb bump-outs that shorten the distance 
of crosswalks; and median islands that 
provide a safe place for pedestrians when 
traffic signals change. 

City officials, meanwhile, said they 
are studying whether additional laws are 
needed to force better compliance with 
traffic laws affecting pedestrians. They 
said it is too early to determine the effec- 
tiveness of a new state law the General As- 
sembly passed last year requiring drivers 
to completely stop—rather than yield—to 
pedestrians in crosswalks.

Arrested were Alvin Kang, 25, of North- 
brook, Jeremy A. Smith, 24, of Skokie, and 
Mark P. Lawrence, 25, of Winnetka. The 
three face misdemeanor charges of unlaw- 
ful use of a weapon—pointing a laser at a 
police officer, according to a statement 
from Chicago Police News Affairs. 

Kang, a graduate student at Northwest- 
ern University and who has a pending mis- 
demeanor battery charge from a fight with 
aman this month, was ordered held in lieu 
of $10,000 bail. Smith and Lawrence have 
been released on their own recognizance.

Bin Laden 
charges 
dropped 


[74 The US. has formally dropped criminal charges 
against former al-Qaida leader Osama bin Laden, 
who was killed in a US. military raid in Pakistan last 
month. 

In federal court in Manhattan on Friday, prosecutors 
disposed of a 1998 indictment that charged bin Laden 
with murder and conspiracy to kill Americans for his 
role in attacking U.S. embassies in East Africa in 1998. 
The indictment also alleged that bin Laden tried to at- 
tack US. defense assets. 

The bombing of U.S. embassies in Nairobi, Kenya, 
and Dar es Salaam, Tanzania, killed 224 people. 

The action came after a thorough analysis confirmed 
that bin Laden did indeed die after Navy SEALs raided 
his compound in Abbottabad, according to an affidavit 
from a top US. government official that was included 
in the filing. 

The officials noted that facial recognition and pho- 
tograph analysis confirmed the identity, along with 
DNA testing of the body. 

“The possibility of a mistaken identification is ap- 
proximately one in 11.8 quadrillion,” the official said. 
The original indictment, filed in secret June 8, 1998, 
accused bin Laden of murder and conspiracy to kill 
Americans, among other charges, after the cab bomb- 
ings that year at the embassies in Kenya and Tanzania. 
He was the only one originally charged, but other ter- 
ror leaders were added to that indictment. 


identity theft 
plan doesn’t fly 


EJ Federal and local authorities are investigating an 
apparent airline security breach after an Ameri- 
can Eagle Airlines employee allegedly used another 
man’s identity to get a job as a flight attendant. 

Jophan Porter, 38, has been charged with six counts 
of identity theft and three counts of forgery among a 
lengthy list of other charges, according to the Miami- 
Dade corrections website. 

American Eagle said the incident did not involve a 
customer and that it is involved in an investigation that 
includes the FBI, according to a statement from the 
airline. 

When arrested at Miami International Airport on 
Friday, Porter—a native of Guyana—was carrying mul- 
tiple forms of phony identity, including driver’s licens- 
es, a passport and a Department of Transportation 
identification card, CNN affiliate WSVN reported, 
citing the arrest report.

hard would be an un- 

derstatement. Every 

Cubs Opening Day, he 
wakes up at 6 a.m. and hangs his Cubs flag 
outside his house. Then between 50 and 75 
people show up to watch the game in his 
Cubs-blue room adorned with a Cubs flag, 
just as they have done for the past 24 years. 
His email address even references Ryne 
Sandberg. 

“T live and die blue; I bleed blue,” said 
Reyes, 42. 

After a day full day of Cubs, food and bean 
bags, the guests leave Reyes’ South Side 
home until next year’s Opening Day. 

You read that right. Reyes is a South Side 
Cubs fan. 

He was born and raised in Bridgeport, 
blocks from Comiskey Park, and now lives 
in West Lawn. 

And he’s not alone. 

For two teams whose rooting interests 
are divided North and South—no questions 
asked—a surprising number of Cubs and 
White Sox fans call enemy territory their 
home. When the city series rolls around, as 
it does Monday at US. Cellular Field, things 
get, um, a little interesting. 

Miranda Castellano, 20, has lived her en- 
tire life three blocks from the Cell in Bridge- 


port. Yet she has always been a Cubs fan. 

She wouldn’t call it a civil “war,” but when 
the Cubs and Sox play each other, she said 
things can get “pretty nasty.” Like the time 
the Cubs won a game at the Cell when she 
was I5. 

“As usual when we won my family sat out 
in front of our apartment building all in our 
Cubs gear and waving our ‘W’ flag, we had 
multiple Sox fans flip us off and scream swear 
words at us,” Castellano said. “Even my little 
brother being five years younger then me got 
a couple birds thrown his way.” 

Allie Brand is the polar opposite of Castel- 
lano. The 23-year-old, born and raised a Sox 
fan in Arlington Heights, has lived a block 
from Wrigley Field for a year.

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“My dad’s a Sox fan, and he didn’t raise me 
to like no losers,” she said. 

Brand said Cubs fans give her a hard time 
when she’s walking her dog while wearing 
Sox gear and said it’s been a struggle living so 
close to Wrigley. 

“Cub fans are the worst to be around,” she 
said. “If I see one more overly tan girl with 
short-shorts, knee-high socks and Cubs shirt 
I might throw up. Plus the whole douchey 
frat-boy thing doesn’t do much for me.” 

Her exile in Wrigleyville is ending soon, 
though, along with her lease. 

“No regrets, it was fun, but totally over it.” 

Amanda Lee can relate. 

Lee, of Wrigleyville, is a waitress at the 
Cubby Bear but roots for the Sox. 
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“I prayed when I was interviewed that 
they wouldn’t ask me if I was a Cubs fan or 
not, because I wouldn’t have lied,” said Lee, 
30. “All my co-workers know I’m a Sox fan. 
When ‘Go, Cubs, Go’ comes on I usually say, 
‘Blow, Cubs, Blow.’ ” 

Lee moved to Chicago last year from the 
Bahamas. When she arrived, her friends 
forced her to choose between the Sox and 
Cubs. 

“T was told when I moved here I didn’t 
have a choice in being a Sox fan,” Lee said. 
“My friend and my boyfriend, who is South 
Side Irish, basically told me if I was going to 
be accepted into this circle of friends, I was 
not going to root for the Cubs.” 

So she’s backed the Sox ever since, even 


though Cubs wins are better for her bottom 
line. 

“Rooting against the Cubs means rooting 
against money because you make more when 
the Cubs win—and I haven’t been making a 
lot of money lately,” Lee said. 

Michelle Velazquez, 33, has lived in Wrig- 
leyville her whole life. She grew up loving 
Carlton Fisk, Frank Thomas and Robin Ven- 
tura. She hasn’t had many run-ins with Cubs 
fans, although she has dealt with the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of a Sox decal on her car, 
which she’s had to replace three times. 

“T’ve never really been asked about [being 
a White Sox fan], which is odd since I always 
have on a White Sox hat,” Velazquez said. 
“Probably my friends heckled me the most 


who are also from that area, since they are all 
Cubs fans.” 

Back on the South Side, Cubs fans admit 
they usually watch their team play from the 
comfort of home instead of braving the sports 
bars. But Mike Barnas, 26, a Cubs season 
ticket-holder from the south suburb of Palos 
Hills, said after the Cubs won the NL Cen- 
tral in 2008, he went to a South Side bar with 
some friends. 

“T played ‘Go Cubs Go’ on the jukebox with 
my Cubs jersey on. Oh man, was that ever a 
mistake to do, but it was so worth it,” Bar- 
nas said. “My friends and I wound up getting 
tossed from the bar with all the Sox fans cuss- 
ing me out. It was classic.” 

Oct. 26, 2005, however, was a dark day

for Cubs fans on the South Side. The Sox 
wrapped up a World Series title that night, 
and those Cubs fans had to watch their neigh- 
bors celebrate while they were left to dream 
of a Cubs return to the Fall Classic. 

“T opened up my door and saw all the peo- 
ple celebrating and the fireworks going off,” 
Reyes said. “I started crying and turned to 
my wife and said, “‘When’s it going to be my 
turn?” 

In recent years, Reyes has extended an olive 
branch to his neighboring Sox fans, inviting 
them to his Cubs Opening Day party. 

“We've started to allow Sox fans,” Reyes 
said, laughing. “But we give them asmallerTV 
in a different room.”
